Of all the inequitable ways of collecting taxes, un- 
douttedly the property tax is the most unfair, and in 
no area Is it more so than tn schoo! taxes, 

To obtain revenue for education, both the provincial 
government and local municipal councils levy taxes 
against property owners on the amount of the assess- 
ment of thelr land and buildings, This assessment 
{s set by the provincial government, In setting {t many 
factors are taken {nto consideration, including the con- 
dition and amount of [mprovements made to the bulld- 
ings, Thus the hark working diligent homeowner who 
spends time, money and effort to Improve his holding, 
has additional assessment added for these improve- 
ments, This results in higher taxes, Whereas the “slob’’ 
who does nothing to improve property escapes any in- 
crease, 

All this has nothing to do with education, yet this 
same assessment is taken as basis to levy education 
taxes, Not how much you earn, not what you cost the 
school system, not how many children you have, Only 
what your property is worth determines the amount 
you have to coatribute towards education, 

An average project home {n St, Albert, bungalow type, 
three bedrooma, kitchen, living room, dining area, garage 
on a £0 R, froatage lot, is assemsed this year af approx- 
{mately $7,500, The taxes on this home this year will 
be $585, Of which $240.37 will be for education, Take 
three houses such as these, side by aide on the same 
crescent: The first owned by a young newly married 
couple with an income of 44500, per year and oo children 
pays $240.37 towards education, The second, a couple, 
beth working, income $9000, per year with six children 
all af school, pays 840.37 towards education and the 
third a retired couple living on pension of $3,000 per 
year, ao chiktren, pays $24),37 towards education, Can 
there be any rhyme, reason of fustification for this 
procedure of collecting efucation revenue, 

Here in St, Albert we have assesament ranging from 
$2500, to $12,000, If the smaller home has three chil- 
dren ani the large, ome child, the first is contritating 
$26.7. per child and the secomt $344,460 per child 
towards afucation, Perhaps the difference in income 
of the two families justifies this, But [tf seems a very 
haphazard way to develop the greatest resource the 
country haa, [t's youth, 

This @ clearly a protiem for the provincial govern- 
ment ant one thal become more urgent every day, 
Now l@ the time for « complete review of atucation 
Maanctng before the protlem gets entirely out of hand,
